G.S.R. 473(E),—In exercise of the powers conferred by ithe proviso to arti¬ 
cle 309, read with article 76, of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following iples further to amend (the Law Officers (Conditions of Service) 
Rules, 1987, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Law Officers (Conditions of Service) 
Amendment Rules, 1993. 
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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette, 

2. In the Law Officers (Conditions of Service) Rules, 1987, for rule 4, the 
following rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“4. Headquarters (1) The headquarters of the Attorney General and 
Solicitor-General shall be at New Delhi and the Headquarters of 
Additional Solicitor-General shall be at New Delhi or Bombay or 
Calcutta or Madras as may be specified, from time to time, 
by the Government of India in the case of each Additional 
Solicitor-General. 

(2}(a) A Law Officer, appointed for cases in the Supreme Court may, with 
the permission of the Government of India leave [the headquarters during the 
vacation of the Supreme Court; and 

i(b) A Law Officer, who has been appointed for cases in the High Court of 
Delhi, Bombay, Calcutta or Madras may, with the permission of the Government 
of India leave the headquarters during the vacation of the respective High Court. 

Provided that a Law Officer who has been permitted to leave headquarters 
under this shb-rule shall make himself available for duties whenever required by 
the Government of India”.
